The largest farm in this country is 
situated in southern part of Louisiana. 

It extends lot) miles north and south; 
and 25 miles cast and west. It was pur¬ 
chased in IS,S3 by a syndicate of North¬ 
ern capitalists, by whom it is still oper¬ 
ated. At the time of its purchase its 
l.nuo.iMM) acres was a vast pasture of 
cattle belonging to a few dealers in that 
country. Now, it is divided into pas¬ 
ture stations or ranches, existing every 
six milt's. The fencing is said to have 
cost about $50,000. The land is best 
adapted for rice, sugar, corn and cot¬ 
ton. A tract, say half a mile wide, is 
taken, and an engine is placed on each 
side. Tin* engines are portable, and 
operate u cable attached to four plows. 
By tltis arrangement thirty acres are 
gone over in a day with the labor of 
only three men. There is not n single 
draught horse on the entire place, if we 
except those used by the herders of 
cattle, of which there are 10,000 head 
on the place. The Southern Pacific 
Railway runs for thirty-six miles 
through tin' farm. Tlic company lias 
three steamboats operating on the es¬ 
tate, of which 300 mill's arc navigable. 
It lias also tin ice house, bank, ship yard 
and rice mills.

Homage Feld to “Sky Stones." 

Because they come from meteors, 
bodies that fall in this way are railed 
meteorites, and for very many years 
past all the meteorites which have been 
seen to fall, or conhl be found, have 
been carefully kept, so that they may 
be studied. Wo know, too, that they 
have fallen in earlier times as well, be¬ 
cause the histories of nearly all ancient 
people s contain account.; of such occur¬ 
rences, and of the fcomago paid to tho 
“sky stones” by those who thought 
them gifts from the gods, or miraculous 
objects. It is probable that the so called 
goddess Diana who was worshiped by 
the people of Ephesus was a meteoric 
stone. 

A mass cf iron which pre.vcd to be a 
mete* Tito was found in Texas a few 
years ago at the crossing of a number 
ef trails leading iu different directions. 
It was learned that it had been set up by 
tho Indians as a fetich, or object of 
worship, and whoever passed by was ex¬ 
pected to leave upon it beads, arrow 
heads, tobacco or other articles as offer¬ 
ings, sinco it was regarded as having 
come from tho Great Spirit. Another, 
which fell i:i India seme years ago, was 
kept decked with flowers, was daily 
anointed and frequently worshiped 
with great ceremony. There is preserved 
to this day in tho parish church of En- 
sisheim, Alsace, Germany, a stone 
weighing over 200 pounds which fell 
in the town Nov. lli. 1492. The king, 
being near at the time, had the stone 
carried to the castle, aud after breaking 
off two pieces, one for himself and the 
other for tho Duke Sigisntmul, order 
the remainder to bo kept in tho chure 
as a miraculous object, and it still 
hangs there, suspended by a chain from 
the vault of the choir.—Oliver C. Far¬ 
rington in St. Nicholas.

In tho earliest 
extant treatise on riding, Xenophon 
pointed out that horsemanship, like 
dancing, was dependent fundamentally 
on tho play impulse, that for anything 
to bo done well it must ho done for 
pleasure; “what tho horse does under 
compulsion is done wit hout understand¬ 
ing, and there is no beauty iu it any¬ 
more than if one should whip and spur 
a dancer. ’ ’ Tho horse must become an 
artist, too, in his manner, and use his 
limbs with rythmical freedom. 

So far was this carried that A then nous 
relates how the Sybarites taught even 
their horses to dance at their feasts to 
tho music of tho flute, and on one occa¬ 
sion their enemies put their knowledge 
of this habit to humorous account by 
taking out flute players to battle and 
winning the cavalry over to their side 
by causing tho horses to dance to a fa¬ 
vorite air, just as the Pied Piper played 
tho rats of Hamelin into tho Wescr.— 
Quarterly Review.

How Hieyclo Tubing Is Made. 

Solid draw steel tubes have boon 
made for years for boilers and general 
use. but the great demand arose when 
tiie safety type of bicycle came into 
vogue, the diamond frame requiring the 
use of a greater length of tubing and 
necessitating that this should be as 
light ns possible. There are variations 
in tiie methods for producing a cold 
drawn s eel tube, hut the principle of 
all Is practically the same. Only a very 
high class of stool is suitable for the 
purpose, and that hitherto employed 
lias been chiefly Swedish charcoal steel, 
containing a certain-proportion of car¬ 
bon. Tiie steel is taken in the form of 
a billet two feet long and about six 
inches in diameter. A hole is bored 
through the center and it >s heated, an 
nenled and rolled into the form of a 
tube about R 54 Inches in diameter, with 
walls of about 10 gauge. This is then 
drawn through a die and over a man¬ 
drel by means of a draw-bench, until 
about H 00 feet long, beautifully smooth 
and bright both within and without. 
This is not drawn at once, but in a 
1 number of ojieratlons, and between 
each of hem the metal has to be re- 
piekled and mtnnealed to prevent the 
crystallization to which the drawing 
process tends to give rise. The first 
drawings of the tube leave it about 
three-eighths of an inch thick, but this 
gradually decreases until a tube is pro¬ 
duced wilieh is of the thickness of stout 
writing paper. This Is the class of tube 
employed in bicycles and that imparts a 
strength and rigidity out of all propor¬ 
tion toits lightness.—Boston Transcript.

Iu consequence, as ho explains, “the 
determination to advauco without the 
requisite articles of barter onco for all 
decided the character tho expedition 
was for the future to bear. ’’ As tho car¬ 
avan was obliged to get food and had 
no mouey with which to buy it, food 
had to be stolen. 

Tho subsequent history of tho expedi¬ 
tion is therefore one long story of raid, 
loot aud massacre. No traveler has fol¬ 
lowed in Peters’ footsteps without feel¬ 
ing the ill effects of tho distrust of Eu¬ 
ropeans that has resulted from his ac¬ 
tion.

ELOQUENT IN PRAISE. 

He Talk* of Itread That Grow* In Note, 

Milk That Comm From Treed, Strap 

That Cathein on Antd* Racks aid Light 

That Shined From Leaves.

for the tree that in those tropicnl climes 
gave mo light by night, for the tree 
that gave me my daily bread, mid the 
one that gave me milk for my coffee, to 
say nothing of the pleasing and bulbous 
ant that gave me the sweetening for it. 
Time and cash customers may wear 
down and blunt the edge of this regret, 

: hut it is sharp now, and I really suppose 
' that I ought to be sorry I went down 
i there. 

“I didn’t know anything about these 
remarkable specimens of tho vegetable 
and animal kingdoms when I first struck 
that country, but I noticed that the 
bread we had in camp was very good 
mid tho milk very choice and creamy, 
while tho coffee was deliciously sweet¬ 
ened. One morning I heard the cook of 
our party hollering out orders to the 
Indian guides. 

“ ‘Here, you!’ ho hollered. ‘Hurry 
up and pick some bread! And there 
; ain’t a bit of milk! Go bore for some 
right away! And say, you dago over 
yonder, what's tho matter of yMi 
straining some sugar out o’ them ants?’ 

“This was a little astonishing to me, 

1 and I asked for information. Then I 
| found out all about it. 

“The tree that gave the bread wo ate 
j down then' doesn’t look a bit as if it 
would do it. But I found out that looks 
are deceptive under the equator. The 
bread isn’t bread exactly when it. is first, 
picked, but it is a nice, stiff dough in¬ 
closed in a nutshell about the size of a 
goose egg. They crack the shell, take 
out the dough, knead it a little, and it 
is ready for baking. By thinning it 
; down to a batter with the milk they get. 

; from another tree, our camp cook used 
; to make first rate pancakes out of it. 

; The day I came away ho strained the 
sweetening out of a quart of ants, mixed 
I it up with a batch of the dough and 
made sweet cake that would have been 
good enough for anybody’s folks to set 
out before company. 

“The ants that supply the honey, or 
sirup, or whatever it might be called, 
are worth traveling all tho way down 
there on a mule to see. They are about 
the size of a small peanut, aud on their 
hack is a transparent sack that they dis¬ 
til honey into until tiny swell upas big 
as a good sized marble. You can scoop 
these ants up by the peck. They make 
this honey to feed their young on, but 
they art' so good natured and so suscep¬ 
tible to familiarity that all one lias to 
do is to tickle them under tho fore 
shoulder and they will give you every 
drop of honey they have in stock mid 
then go meekly off to fill up again. 

“But this accommodating unt isn’t 
one whit more curious than the tree 
that acts in the capacity of dairy down 
there. This tree has a big leaf, so tough 
and leathery that they use it for half 
soling shoos. When they want to milk 
one of the trees, they bore a hole in the 
trunk, and it lets down a sap aS white 
and as sweet as any milk you ever read 
about in summer hotel advertisements. 
To get sweet milk out of this vegetable 
cow, though, you must milk it early in 
the morning. After the sun has been up 
two or three hours the tree gives sour 
milk. They tell a weird tale down there 
about a vengeful snake and a foolhardy 
Indian. Tho snake is of the deadly ven¬ 
omous aphidian family familiar in 
the tropics by a queer Indian name which 
I can’t remember and which I couldn’t 
pronounce if I did remember it. In Eng¬ 
lish it is buslinian. This particular 
snako had a nest of young ones, aud the 
Indian was foolhardy enough to steal 
them. The mother snake followed the 
Indian to his hut only to find the dead 
bodies of her offspring lying about with 
their heads smashed. The mother snako 
disappeared. Next morning the Indian 
went out and tapped his cow tree for 
milk, and returning drank it for his 
breakfast. He had scarcely swallowed it 
when he began to double up and howl. 
His eyes bulged out and his cheeks turn¬ 
ed fiery red and with a yell fell dead, 

“ ‘The bushman!’ cried his wife. ‘The 
buslinian has stung him!’ 

“Ho had all the symptoms that follow 
tho bite of that cheerful serpent, but no¬ 
where about him could the marks of the 
deadly fangs of one bo found upon the 
dead Indian. Later they found the 
mother bushman lying dead in tho 
bushes near the cow tree. In the trunk 
of tho tree, deeply embedded, they dis¬ 
covered her poison fangs. Then the ter¬ 
rible truth was revealed. The snake, 
despoiled of her family, had avenged 
herself on the despoiler. She had min¬ 
gled her venom with the milk iu the 
tree, and tho Indian had drunk of it 
deeply and met his awful fate. 

“But the tree that gives light inter¬ 
ested and amazed me more than the oth¬ 
ers. This tree doesn’t grow moro than 
10 or 12 feet high, but three of them 
would light a pretty good sized house. 
If you rub its leaves smartly between 
your hands they will glow in the dark 
like a lightning bug. As soon as night 
comes the leaves on this tree begin to 
shine as if they were so many electric 
lights. Looking off across country, one 
can see scores of the trees shining here 
and there iu tho darkness like beacon 
lights set in the hills. The Indians call 
it the witch tree, and I don’t blame 
them. It gives the best light after it has 
been drenched with water, and so if tho 
tree begins to grow a little dim all they 
have to do is to douse two or three pails 
of water over it, and it is just like giv¬ 
ing the wick of a lamp a turn or two 
higher.”—New York Sun.

T HE house of Vanderbilt—brought 
once more to the attention of the 
Anierienn people by the recent 
serious illness of Its present head—is 
distinguished in many ways, but in ali 
ways distinguished for its association 
with money getting and immense 
wealth. It has upreured a system of 
railroads matchless in its beauty and 
utility—for whatever may be said of 
the Vanderbilt power it must not bo 
said that it has been used to wreck en¬ 
terprise and to create wealth for itself 
by killing honest competition. The 
iVanderbilt system has been used as an 
Investment by its owners—the old 
“commodore” having but fought a ri¬ 
val, the Nicaraguan Company, which 
refused to keep its contract with him. 
To sue was impossible. He challenged 
It in the open and drove it oil' the seas. 
Commercial conquest by safe, conserva¬ 
tive methods lias been the policy of the 
iVanderbilt life. In all the generations 
of the Vanderbilts there are no states¬ 
men, soldiers, patriots, philosophers, 
painters, poets or scientists. Blit in 
■this century all the Vanderbilts have 
been rich. Money getting and the up¬ 
building of vast wealth and not the sac¬ 
rifice of the concrete to the ideal has 
been their supreme moving force. 

This family has a coat of arms. The 
student of heraldry,looking back through 
Its line, can find no point at which a 
Vanderbilt was ennobled by a king or 
received from a monarch a title. Nor yet 
can he find in the age of chivalry the 
Vanderbilt who, in his pride of place 
and of arms, took to himself the sym¬ 
bols of his bravery and family traits 
and fixed them on an escutcheon. The 
Vanderbilt arms, whatever they are, 
mean little. There is no record of an 
old Vanderbilt who lived on a hill in a 
Dutch stronghold and abused his weak¬ 


nny faith in the soil the last Cornelius 
might have been a railroad switchman. 
But Cornelius the first bought a row¬ 
boat and varied his pursuits of agricul¬ 
ture with the occasional occupation of 
a ferryman. In this departure lay the 
seed of tiie Vanderbilt millions. 

Eighty years ago Cornelius Vander¬ 
bilt was a country lad of 2<t, the son of 
a Staten Island farmer, and the de¬ 
scendant of a line of Dutch settlers 
who had never manifested any ambi¬ 
tion to rise above the paternal soil. Ills 
worldly possessions consisted of a small

boat with which he was operating a 
primitive ferry between his native isl¬ 
and and New York. Ilis oportunities 
certainly seemed small, but his natural 
aptitude for money getting was extra¬ 
ordinary. He was a man who would 
have grown rich upon it desert island. 
At 23 he had a steamer plying from the 
metropolis through the Kills to New 
Brunswick, with a hotel at the latter 
place managed by his wife.

'Succeeds In Ills Feat IXcc.iuee lie 
Kata Too Much to Kilt. 

Poison eating, instead of a means of 
| death, may become a means of livell- 
I hood for all who care to adopt it. 

One man, “Captain” Vctro, as he 
styles himself, has for several years 
been gathering In the cash of those in 
: this country and in Europe who wish 
to 6ee him apparently endanger li'.s 
; life by swallowing poisons of sufficient 
quantities to kill a dozen men. 

His performance lias been described 
in the press of both continents, but it 
lias remained for a New York physi¬ 
cian, Ilr. P. .1. Sulierum, to reach a solu¬ 
tion of the mystery with which Captain 
Vctro's feat has been surrounded, 
though many noted doctors have pro¬ 
nounced it beyond the scope of medical 
knowledge. 

Dr. Salicrum explained the secret to 
a reporter as follows: "I have been for 
many years deeply interested in toxi¬ 
cology, ami have carefully studied Cap¬ 
tain Vetro's performances. It is un¬ 
deniable that lie eats sufficient poison 
of different kinds to kill a dozen men. 
I witnessed bis performance while he 
was exhibiting in a museum in this 
city. 

“This man eats enough poison, to kill 
outright from teu to fifteen people, but 
the whole secret is in the fact that he 
does not only eat enough to kill one or 
two men, but fifteen. 

“Arsenic, paris green, phosphorus and 
‘Rough on Rats’ are what medical men 
call irritant poisons. They act primari¬ 
ly by producing inflammation of the

Drifted Four Thousand Miles. 

On one ol' the coral reefs off tho Mar¬ 
shall group, far away in the South Pa¬ 
cific, there rests a large railway trans¬ 
fer barge, which was carried by winds 
and currents from some point on the 
California coast to its present resting 
place. Its ownership, home port and 
the date of its loss are unknown. John 
Crowley, mate of the missionary brig 
Morning Star, saw the barge. Speak 
iug about it recently, he said: “We ran 
into the Marshall group in September 
last in the course of our tour through 
tiie islands, and our intention was at¬ 
tracted to this huge barge resting on a 
reef. I made a careful examination of 
it, but the only marks of identification 
on it were the word ‘Transfer’ and 
the abbreviation ‘Cal.’ 

“There were narrow gauge tracks on 
it, and a couple of big cranes still in¬ 
tact and very well preserved. The 
barge itself was pretty badly weather 
beaten, but it was still in very good 
condition. It was about 150 feet long, 
built of heavy timbers. The bottom 
had been copper covered, but the na¬ 
tives bad stripped that off. They lmd 
made an attempt to break the craft up, 
too, but that was beyond their power. 

“The experiences of that barge would 
be hard to conjecture. It may have 
drifted the 4,000 odd miles which di¬ 
vide our coast and the Marshalls in 
a very short space of time, or it might 
have taken a remarkably long period.” 

Inquiry among shipping men as to 
the identity of the strange craft failed 
to throw any light upon the subject. 
There is no record of the loss of any 
such barge, and the general impression 
is that it was probably swept away 
from one of the lower coast ports by 
a storm, and carried out to soa. to be 
guided by wind and sea to the Mar¬ 
shalls.—San Francisco Chronicle.

An Ant'd Dwelling. 

One of tiie strangest members of tli n 
vegetable kingdom atul one which of 
bite years has become quite common 
as ,i greenhouse plant is the niyrme- 
eodla tuberosa.

Ku Old Slate Driver’s Story of a Ri<lc 
When the Brake Broke. 

Bill Henderson, who now lives quiet¬ 
ly near Pomona, Cal., was many years 
ago one of the most famous of drivers 
on the San Diego stage line.
